Odeon future may 
be settled in court 


Campaigners behind arts project say they’ll seek judicial review

KENSINGTON and Chelsea 
Royal Borough Council could 
soon be in the bizarre position of 
having to use tens of thousands 
of pounds of residents’ money to 
fight in court against a project 
that tens of thousands of resi¬ 
dents want. 

Following the council’s move 
not to back the community cam¬ 
paign to buy back from develop¬ 
ers the Kensington Odeon and re¬ 
build it as a landmark cinema, 
theatre, TV and performing arts

centre, the campaigners are 
preparing to take their case to a 
judicial review. 

Solicitors say that the cost of 


bringing judicial review claims 
“can be very high, upwards of 
£30,000 if a case proceeds to a full 
hearing”. 

If the council contests the case, 
it will be using public money to 
fight against a plan that the pub¬ 
lic appears to want - as more 
than 28,000 residents of the royal 
borough have signed a petition 
backing the proposal to save the 
old cinema on Kensington High 
Street. 

Guy Oliver, the local business¬ 
man leading the Friends Of The 
Odeon campaign to buy back the 
cinema - a move that could cost 


more than £120 million - is con¬ 
fident of raising funding from at 
least three billionaire philan¬ 
thropists who are supporting 
him. 

In order to achieve the buy¬ 
back, Mr Oliver needs the coun¬ 
cil to agree to award the site the 
status of an Asset of Community 
Value, which would then give 
him six months to purchase the 
site from developers who might 
otherwise convert it into luxury 
flats. 

But the Conservative-led coun¬ 
cil believes the plan is “unrealis-

A FULHAM entrepreneur is tap¬ 
ping into London’s thriving fash¬ 
ion industry as part of a personal 
mission to help tribal women liv¬ 
ing in some of the poorest parts 
of South America. 

Daniela Castellanos hopes to 
preserve the historic craft skills 
of the indigenous women she met 
on a life-changing trip to the 
desert regions of northern 
Colombia. 

The 27-year-old former model, 
who was born close to the Colom¬ 
bian capital Bogota, is pumping 
money back into the communi¬ 
ties through her own London- 
based fashion label, Castellano. 

A portion of the proceeds made 
from selling her range of hand¬ 
bags, backpacks and bracelets is 
going straight back to support 
the Wayuu and Arhuaca tribes. 

The colourful designs have 
been inspired by the unique 
weaving and sewing styles of the 
indigenous women, whose skills 
have been honed over centuries. 

Ms Castellanos wants to sup¬ 
port the artisan craftswomen of 
her home country while improv¬ 
ing their quality of life. Many of 
the nomadic tribes live hundreds 
of miles from the nearest city 
with limited access to clean, run¬ 
ning water. 

“After two years going to every 
trade fair, Christmas show and 
summer festival in London I 
have learned that people really 
like the ethos behind this proj¬ 
ect,” she said. “Now I can visu¬ 
alise a really powerful fashion 
brand that is going to keep alive 
that craftsmanship and her¬ 
itage.” 

Ms Castellanos first travelled 
to London at the age of 22 on a 
student visa before settling per¬ 
manently in Fulham a year later. 

She grew up in Manizales, in 
central Colombia, and worked as 
a television presenter and model 
to fund her journalism studies. 

It was on a soul-searching visit 
to the country’s impoverished 
northern regions following the 
death of her mother that she was 
inspired to help the tribes. 

The business is already mak¬ 
ing enough money to provide 
10,000 litres of water to 15 of the 
region’s most remote villages - 
sufficient for around 35 people in 


each village - twice a month. 

“What happened with the 
death of my mother really made 
me aware of the fact that life is 
not all about money. That expe¬ 
rience opened my eyes to see the 
world differently,” she added. 

“For me it was never about 
making a business, making 
money or being famous. It was 
more about being happy and it 
really gave me a purpose in life. 
Before then I was really lost. I 
didn’t know what to do with my 
life. But when I was travelling 
out to the coast I found great hap¬ 
piness in simply creating things. 
And I thought, I can tell that 
story.” 

Ms Castellanos began the label 
from her home in Fulham Road 
while working for a renewable 
energy firm in Imperial Wharf 
but she has now given up the job 


to focus entirely on her own busi¬ 
ness. 

Along with a small team sup¬ 
porting her in London, she now 
has a full-time production man¬ 
ager based in Colombia where 
the bags and bracelets are made. 

The indigenous women set 
their own prices for the items, 
helping them to be self-sufficient 
despite their challenging envi¬ 
ronment. Castellano products are 
currently carried in 20 independ¬ 
ent boutiques in the UK, includ¬ 
ing six in London. 

Looking ahead she plans to put 
all her energies into the venture 
with a view to making a global 
impact. 

“My aim is to grow [the proj¬ 
ect] and raise so much awareness 
that I can co-operate with other 
organisations to make a real dif¬ 
ference.”

We can all 
learn from the 
example set by 
my friend Jo 

Hammersmith MP Andy 
Slaughter pays tribute to 
fellow MP Jo Cox 

THE death of my friend and 
colleague Jo Cox is above all else 
a personal tragedy. Not just of a 
young life cut off at its most 
hopeful and exciting point, but of 
a wife and mother who 
completed a family and a 
remarkable human being, who 
achieved and inspired in equal 
measure. 

Of course it is significant that 
Jo was an MP, because for all our 
faults MPs are an essential 
component of democracy, and 
this brutal act is a direct 
challenge to the open society 
painfully crafted over centuries. 
But no one should be killed just 
for doing their job, whether 
police officers, MPs or any public 
servant. 

My first thought was to speak 
to my staff about their safety and 
to the police to review the 
security at my constituency 
office. We make ourselves 
available to constituents because 
without doing so we simply 
cannot do our job. MPs are 
particularly vulnerable at 
surgeries, as attacks on Stephen 
Timms and Nigel Jones 
demonstrated. But it was Andrew 
Pennington, Nigel Jones' 
assistant, who died in that attack, 
and we have a duty of care to 
those we employ. 

Jo was an exceptional person 
and an exceptional MP. She saw 
being an MP as a means to 
continue her work as head of 
policy and humanitarian 
campaigns for Oxfam, not as a 
title or an end in itself. So 
although only elected last year 
she was already changing 
government policy, most notably 
on refugees from Syria. 

I suspect that like me 95 per

cent of her contacts with the 
public were positive and warm. 
This should not be a surprise as 
an MP's first duty is to problem 
solve and advocate for 
constituents. 

But there is now a disconnect 
between the personal experience 
people have of their own MP and 
the general narrative that says 
that as a class they are all greedy 
and lazy and to be treated with 
disdain or worse. This negative 
discourse is now part of politics in 
Britain and beyond. 

Jo was a fearless champion of 
human rights, unstoppable in 
upholding the cause of the 
dispossessed. We can learn from 
her example by continuing to 
speak out. If we also learn to do 
so in a way that does not 
disrespect or demean those with 
whom we disagree, she will have 
an even greater legacy.

tic” and following a hokey- 
cokey of on and then off sup¬ 
port, it now faces possibly 
having to defend its position 
in court. 

Mr Oliver said: “On 25th 
May the Royal Borough of 
Kensington and Chelsea 
Council voted unanimously 
to support the application for 
the Odeon to be awarded sta¬ 
tus as an Asset of Commu¬ 
nity Value. 

“They did so on the provi¬ 
sion that I provide details of 
financial support by 31st 
May - which I did. But in the 
meantime the council plan¬ 
ning department refused the 
application on the 27th May. 

“A member of the council 
has admitted an error of 
process and the planning de¬ 
partment is now due to re¬ 
spond to a formal complaint 
by 23rd June. 

“Baroness Mary Goudie 
has asked a question in the 
House of Lords about this 
matter and my lawyers are 
submitting a Tetter before 
claim’ to the council to state 
the case in the event of an¬ 
other refusal, when we 
would take the case to judi¬ 
cial review. 

“If the ACV status is 
awarded, and if the develop¬ 
ers try to sell the site, which 
they have been doing, they 
have to give the community 
six months to come up with 
a proposal to purchase the 
site - which is our inten¬ 
tion.” 


Besides having the back¬ 
ing of 28,000 residents, the 
equivalent of half of the 
adult population of Kensing¬ 
ton, and many film, stage 
and arts luminaries includ¬ 
ing Sir Ian McKellen, Sir 
Cameron Mackintosh, Lord 
Puttnam, Sir Terence Con¬ 
ran, Dame Kristin Scott- 
Thomas, Jeremy Irons, 
Charles Dance and David 
Suchet, the Friends of the 
Odeon campaign is now be¬ 
ing supported at the very 
highest level in the land - a 
towering public figure has 
written in confidence to Mr 
Oliver pledging his support. 

The Kensington & Chelsea 
News understands that the 
council has been made 
aware of the identity of the 
world figure, who has en¬ 
dorsed the plan to rebuild 
the Odeon and rename it The 
Hitchcock, in tribute to the 
legendary movie director Al¬ 
fred Hitchcock, who pre¬ 
miered his films there. 

The Friends of the Odeon 
have also received a letter 
from councillor Daniel Moy- 
lan expressing sympathy for 
their situation. 

Councillor Moylan wrote: 
“As you know, I think the 
proposal from the Friends is 
infeasible and not in princi¬ 
ple desirable (because, if 
sums on the huge scale 
needed could be raised phil- 
anthropically for the arts, I 
should rather see them spent 
in direct support than 
handed over to a property de¬ 
veloper in exchange for a de¬ 


crepit building). That said, 
however, speaking person¬ 
ally, I have some sympathy 
with your surprise that the 
debate at the council meet¬ 
ing on 25th May was fol¬ 
lowed so rapidly by the re¬ 
fusal of the Friends’ 
application for Asset of Com¬ 
munity Value status for the 
Kensington Odeon. 

“I consider that the last 
part of the amended motion 
and the general tenor of de¬ 
bate conveyed a sense that 
the Friends were to be given 
a short time in which to sub¬ 
mit new evidence, particu¬ 
larly of financial support. 
The date of 31st May was cer¬ 
tainly referred to in debate. 

“If that was not accepted 
by the council formally (and 
I understand from Cllr Co¬ 
leridge that it was not), then 
it was incumbent on the 
council, if my interpretation 
of the tenor of debate is cor¬ 
rect, to set an alternative. 

“I say this in the interests 
of plain-dealing between the 
council and its residents, not 
because I support your pro¬ 
posals. I believe there has 
been a genuine misunder¬ 
standing that would be bet¬ 
ter sorted out by the coun¬ 
cil’s adjusting its procedures 
than by leaving you with no 
option but to seek a judicial 
review of the decision. How¬ 
ever, I am not the decision¬ 
maker and I can only ex¬ 
press an opinion, which I 
have now done.” 

The campaign to save the 
Odeon is also supported by 


The Kensington Society, 
Opera Holland Park, The Ed- 
wardes Square, Scarsdale 
and Abingdon Association 
and The British Film Insti¬ 
tute. 

The Kensington Society 
said: “The trustees of the So¬ 
ciety have reviewed the pro¬ 
posal for the designation of 
the Kensington Odeon as an 
Asset of Community Value 
and the trustees have unani¬ 
mously voted to support the 
nomination.” 

Amanda Nevill, chief ex¬ 
ecutive of The British Film 
Institute, said: “We very 
much support and welcome 
the proposed mixed arts use 
for the former Odeon. 

“The opening of the De¬ 
sign Museum later this year 
coupled with the creation of 
this arts venue, can only en¬ 
hance and contribute to the 
unique make-up of this area 
of Kensington, enabling it to 
become a significant cultural 
destination in its own right.” 

The Cinema Theatre Asso¬ 
ciation has also pledged its 
backing, saying: “We very 
much support and welcome 
the proposed mixed arts use 
for the former Odeon. With 
the creation of this arts 
venue and the opening of the 
Design Museum across the 
road later this year, it will 
form an important part of 
the ‘cultural quarter’ in this 
area of Kensington. 

“There is no doubt that 
the former Odeon was re¬ 
garded as an important part 
of the local community and 


its re-use as a performing 
arts venue will help to foster 
this and develop it further, 
as well as attracting people 
from outside the area to use 
it. 

“The proposed two the¬ 
atres will be flexible in al¬ 
lowing films to be shown as 
well, which will mean enable 
film premieres to be held in 
a decent large sized audito¬ 
rium of 800-1000 seats. In ad¬ 
dition, incorporated within 
the arts centre is a full-time 
cinema operation, with a 
good provision of four under¬ 
ground cinema screens.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“The council is satisfied that 
the correct process was fol¬ 
lowed. 

“We were not able to ac¬ 
cept the nomination of the 
building as an Asset of Com¬ 
munity Value as, despite the 
council offering advice and 
providing additional time for 
supporting evidence, The 
Friends of the Kensington 
Odeon were unable to meet 
the tests in the Localism Act 
by showing there is a realis¬ 
tic prospect of bringing the 
existing building back into 
use. 

“The resolution at council 
on 25 May was not the start¬ 
ing point to accept the nomi¬ 
nation of the Odeon building 
as an Asset of Community 
Value but towards the very 
end of the time period that 
we had to make a decision 
and well after we had sought 
additional information.”

Guest columnists Naami Padi 
and Sheraine Williams from the 
Venture Community 
Association talk about their 
recent experience of 
crowdfunding 

The Venture Community Asso¬ 
ciation runs a busy community 
centre just off the Golborne Road 
in North Kensington and when we 
were considering our fundraising 
priorities at the start of the year 
we decided to ask the local chil¬ 
dren what they would like the 
money to be spent on. 

The answer was clear that they 
wanted to go on a summer camp - 
the wilder the better! - and to take 
an active part for the first time in 
the Notting Hill carnival parade. 

So far so good, but then then we 
were faced with a real minefield 
in how exactly we would raise 
thousands of pounds for the two 
projects; who to approach and 
how to go about it. 

The answer proved to be very 
much of the 21 st century: crowd¬ 
funding, which use the internet as 
a platform to raise money for a 
business or venture by asking for 
small amounts of money from 
large numbers of people. You set a 
fundraising target and you don't 
receive any of the money unless 
you hit the target making it a high 
stakes but potentially lucrative 
option. 

We were initially sceptical, as¬ 
suming that crowdfunding in the 
charity sector was the preserve of 
tech-savvy social entrepreneurs. 


There are many examples of suc¬ 
cess in generating start-up funds 
for ethical businesses and the cre¬ 
ation of community assets from 
wasteland, but it didn’t seem like 
that would work for our brilliant 
- but admittedly novice - local 
charity. 

We used two crowdfunding 
websites, signing up to Spacehive 
for the carnival project. Summer 
Give was the platform we used to 
seek match-funding for 40 chil¬ 
dren to go on a five-day camp, a 
back to basics experience offering 
a break from London and learning 
new ‘life’ skills including 
bushcraft. 

We posted details of the carni¬ 
val project on the crowdfunding 
platform Spacehive, which has fa¬ 
cilitated £5m in giving to good 
causes in 68 UK towns, cities and 
villages. 

We attended a Spacehive net¬ 
working event where we outlined 
the aims of the carnival project to 
get 200 local children who had 
lived along the route of carnival 
all their lives to finally take part. 
Prospective business donors liked 
the idea among the other commu¬ 
nity projects appealing to their 
generosity in either cash dona¬ 
tions or skills. 

We started off knowing little 
about the ways of digital market¬ 
ing and had to learn the hard way. 
At the start we wrote polite, even 
apologetic, emails asking for sup¬ 
port and the response was dismal. 
Donations in the first week were 
pitifully low. 


Then, armed with advice from 
a straight-talking friend of Ven¬ 
ture, Lizzie Spring, we sharpened 
our approach, embracing Twitter 
and embedding photos and videos 
and ‘tagging’ influential people. 
We combined this with some tra¬ 
ditional methods too, approaching 
local estate agents for donations. 
And we never sacrificed courtesy 
even when the pressure was on - 
always thanking donors with a 
simple note, and image. 

When morale was at a low 
point, we called an emergency 
meeting to galvanise the troops. 
And once staff at Venture realised 
that they all needed to get behind 
the campaign for it to succeed 
they came up with some excellent 
creative ideas. They held a cake 
sale, disco, and shook buckets at 
local music festival, Portobello 
Live. As we got closer to the dead¬ 
line, the pressure was really on, 
but it was then when local organ¬ 
isations stepped up to support. 
Knowing that no money is raised 
until the target is met has a posi¬ 
tive affect in the final push. Local 
people and organisations don't 
want to see a project fail. It was to¬ 
wards the end of the campaign 
when local organisations started 
to support the campaigns with 
larger donations which had a 
snowball effect, encouraging more 
individuals to donate. 

After six weeks we finally 
achieved our targets and raised 
more than £5,000 for the carnival 
project and £8,000 - match-funded 
by the Childhood Trust - for the 
summer camp. Special thanks go 
to those who made large dona¬ 
tions: City Living Local Life, Love 
Golborne, Westway Trust, Cata¬ 
lyst Housing, the K&C Founda¬ 
tion, Thomas School Foundation 
and Estate Create. 

Our message to other organisa¬ 
tions considering crowdfunding 
would be: go for it! The exposure 
and goodwill it generates is worth 
just as much as the cash itself.

All'runners and riders'will 
receive complementary 
refreshments, including four 
thirst-quenching taster ale 
stations en-route, and a free 
goody bag at the end.

Develop doesn't mean erase, argues Leader of 
Kensington and Chelsea council, Nick 
Paget-Brown - eventually! 


Take care of our 
cultural capital 


Between the dog-mess 
heaps I picked my way 

To watch the dying 
embers of the day 

Glow over Chelsea, 
crimson load on load 

All Brangwynesque 
across the long King’s 
Road 

SO wrote Sir John Betje¬ 
man in his poem, Chelsea 
1977. 

And it’s important to 
note the year, for I was 
not to become Cabinet 
Member for the Environ¬ 
ment until the nineties 
and am therefore in no 
way responsible for the 
dog-poo epidemic al¬ 
legedly afflicting the 
King’s Road back then. 

Sir John referred to 
Kensington and Chelsea 
in many other poems too. 
And in choosing the bor¬ 
ough as a literary setting 
he was far from alone. If 
we look at novelists who 
have set works in K&C 
for example, they are le¬ 
gion: J G Ballard, G K 
Chesterton, Muriel Spark, 
Martin Amis, Alan 
Hollinghurst, Lynn Reid 
Banks, Patrick Hamilton, 
Colin Maclnnes, the list 
goes on. 

I am informed, reliably 
I hope, that the Royal Bor¬ 
ough also makes its pres¬ 
ence felt in pop culture. 
For example, did you 
know that the promo for 
the Eurovision-winning 
Save your Kisses for Me by 
the Brotherhood of Man 
was filmed in Holland 
Park. I’ve just watched it, 
with the sound off, and 
the park circa 1976 looks 
really lovely and if I’m 
not much mistaken Hol¬ 
land Walk had yet to be 
tarmacked. 

Royal Borough land¬ 
marks show up in many 
other pop videos. Albert 
Bridge, for example, fea¬ 
tures in videos by The 
Pogues, who I had heard 
of, and The Blue Nile, 
who I hadn’t, though a 
colleague assures me they 
are very good. And Trel- 
lick Tower and the West¬ 
way are the perennial 
subjects of videos, lyrics 
and album covers. 


But it’s not just pop 
music: Kensington and 
Chelsea is also the back¬ 
ground to many a film. 
Notting Hill is the obvi¬ 
ous blockbuster but there 
are several others, such 
as Performance, 10 
Rillington Place, Kidult- 
hood and perhaps less 
well known, Leo the Last, 
a 1970 film notable 
amongst other things for 
glimpses of the old streets 
where the Lancaster West 
now stands. 

As for TV series, again 
there are many. One that 
springs to mind is a 1979 
episode of The Profession¬ 
als where Bodie and 
Doyle have to race all the 
way to the top of Trellick 
in search of a suspect. 
Unfortunately for them, 
the lifts are out of order, 
which had a certain 
verisimilitude, given that 
the building was then 
owned by the GLC. 

What I’m building up to 
is that Kensington and 
Chelsea has a lot of cul¬ 
tural capital which comes 
from many sources: mu¬ 
sic, fashion, film, litera¬ 
ture, visual art, Carnival 
and, of course, our his¬ 
tory. 

It is one of the things 
that make this borough 
such a great place to live. 
In addition, experts 
reckon that it might also 
be giving us a competitive 
edge when it comes to at¬ 
tracting creative busi¬ 
nesses; and attract them 
we do, in their thousands. 

The point is that over 
the next few years, Kens¬ 
ington and Chelsea is go¬ 
ing to be seeing a very 
great deal of develop¬ 
ment. We need to address 
the housing shortage, we 
need major transport im¬ 
provements and we need 
new commercial space. 
But in remaking the bor¬ 
ough we mustn’t forget 
about this admittedly 
more nebulous cultural 
dimension. 

Google says that one 
definition of a palimpsest 
is - an artefact altered but 
still bearing visible traces 
of its earlier form. That 
captures something about 
Kensington and Chelsea I 
think; I hope it always 
will.

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Dad’s spirit touched everyone’s lives

GLOWING tributes have 
been paid to a popular 
painter and decorator de¬ 
scribed as a “Pimlico spirit”. 

Londoners paraded 
through the streets in mem¬ 
ory of Paul Ferret, a much¬ 
loved community champion, 
who died at the age of 88 last 
month. 

He spent more than 60 
years of his life in Pimlico 
and was remembered as a 
friendly family man who 
sang to passers-by from the 
top of his ladder. 

Mr Ferret painted hun¬ 
dreds of the area’s immacu¬ 
late town houses and rubbed 
shoulders with the lords and 
ladies of London’s elites dur¬ 
ing his long career. 

He was also known as the 
local coalman who would of¬ 
ten be seen during the winter 
months dragging huge sacks 
over his shoulders as he de¬ 
livered essential stocks for 
heating. 

The father of three contin¬ 
ued to work well into his 80s 
but struggled with 
Alzheimer’s disease in the fi¬ 
nal years of his life. 

Hundreds of people lined 
the streets to pay their re¬ 
spects as a procession of 
friends and relatives 
marched towards St 


Stephen’s Church in 
Rochester Row - where he 
married his wife Janet in 
1953 - for his funeral serv¬ 
ice. 

Mr Ferret’s daughter, Eve, 
60, a cabaret performer, said 
her father’s passion for 
singing had inspired her to 
follow her dream. 

“He sang night and day,” 
she said. “He would go into 
the paper shop in Tachbrook 
Street singing at the top of 
his voice. It was not for any¬ 
thing other than being kind 
and fun.” 

She said he was a “giant 
of a man” who filled every 
doorway he passed through 
but that his gentle spirit 
touched everyone in the 
community. 

“He had this way of chat¬ 
ting to someone as if he had 
known them all his life,” she 
added. 

“He was a linchpin of the 
community - it is a part of 
London that we are losing be¬ 
cause of the constant moving 
around of everybody. I still 
live in the street where I was 
born, which is very rare 
these days. 

“My dad did not see 
colour, race or religion. He 
just saw another person, an¬ 
other human being that he 
could interact with.” 

Mr Ferret was born in Bar- 
net in 1927 and moved to

Pimlico after meeting his fu¬ 
ture wife Janet, now 83. 

The couple were married in 
1953 and had three children - 
Eve, 60, Paul, 59, a carpenter 
in Camberwell, and Michelle, 


52, a childminder who still 
lives in Pimlico. For most of 
his working life he would jug¬ 
gle his two jobs, ferrying coal 
in the winter before painting 
houses in the summer. 

He painted hundreds of 
homes in Pimlico, including 
dozens in Tachbrook Street 
and Vincent Square, and even 
spruced up the nursery in St 
Stephen’s Hall when Lady Di¬ 
ana worked there in the late 
1970s. 

He also captained his local 
darts team at The Swan pub 
and minded Mark’s Vintage 
and Variety stall in Tachbrook 
Street Market during his later 
years. 

“For so many people it is 
about what they can get. But 
he wanted nothing from no 
one,” said Eve. “He never 
asked anybody for anything - 
but he never really wanted for 
anything. 

“For him it was enough just 
to have his family, his friends, 
his singing, and a laugh. He 
was just known as a Pimlico 
spirit who would talk to some¬ 
body stacking shelves in Tesco 
just as easily as the lords and 
ladies who trusted him with 
their house keys. There was 
no difference to him.” 

Paul Ferret was born on Oc¬ 
tober 3, 1927 and died on May 
8, 2016. A funeral service was 
held at St Stephen’s Church, 
Rochester Row, on June 9.

Julie Bloom will present an 
exhibition of her work at John¬ 
sons Picture Framing and 
Gallery in Battersea Bridge 
Road next week. 

The daughter of an archi¬ 
tect, her latest collection fea¬ 
tures a series of installations 
echoing the cityscapes of the 
capital and their relationship 
with the natural world. 

Now working from her stu¬ 
dio in Chelsea, Ms Bloom was 
born in Nairobi and lived in 
Hong Kong before settling in 
Pimlico 19 years ago. She is 
poised to complete her higher 
national diploma in fine art at

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Bid for 
Potter 
history 

A COLLECTION of rare 
Beatrix Potter children’s 
books, including several first 
edition originals, will go on 
sale at a unique exhibition 
in Chelsea this week, writes 
Jack Dixon. 

Fans will have the chance 
to pick up several of the 
beloved author’s most highly 
prized works, including rare 
copies worth tens of thou¬ 
sands of pounds. 

A total of 88 books will be 
up for grabs when the exhi¬ 
bition opens at the Peter Har¬ 
rington book shop in Fulham 
Road on Wednesday, June 22. 

Prices are set to range 
from £100 for a first edition 
copy of the author’s little- 
known story The Sly Old Cat 
to £75,000 for a private 
printed version of her most 
famous work, The Tale of Pe¬ 
ter Rabbit. 

The exhibition comes just 
a few weeks ahead of the 
150th anniversary of the 
adored writer’s birth on July 
28. 

Rare copies of Potter’s ex¬ 
tensive cannon of children’s 
stories - including the tales 
of charming woodland char¬ 
acters Squirrel Nutkin, Ben¬ 
jamin Bunny, Mrs Tiggy- 
Winkle and Jeremy Fisher - 
are likely to be hunted down 
by avid collectors. 

Many of the books also fea¬ 
ture Potter’s immaculate il¬ 
lustrations that came to be 
synonymous with her finesse 
for the written word. 

Pom Harrington now owns 
the book shop less than half 
a mile from the Kensington 
home where Potter was born 
in 1866. 

“Her books have thrilled 
generations of children and 
adults,” he said. “I urge

Call to speed up police checks as 
80,000 wait to start jobs as carers

LONDONERS in need of car¬ 
ers are facing a massive 
shortage of help because 
more than 80,000 new work¬ 
ers in caring jobs are waiting 
for police checks before they 
can start work. 

London Assembly Mem¬ 
ber Sian Berry is calling on 
Mayor Sadiq Khan to ensure 
the Disclosure and Barring 
Service (DBS), which checks 
for criminal records before 
people can work in sensitive 
jobs, prioritises workers in 
caring professions such as 
youth work and mental 
health support. 

New workers in caring 
professions are waiting more 
than two months after being 
offered a job for the go-ahead 
to work. Priority cases must

be specified by the DBS serv¬ 
ice, and the Mayor has Green 
member Ms Berry said the 
Met cannot escalate the cases 
of these workers without a 
change in policy by the serv¬ 
ice. 

Over 81,000 people in Lon¬ 
don are now waiting for po¬ 
lice checks before they can 
start work, an increase from 
68,000 at the end of 2015, and 
despite the Met Police adding 
more staff to the team that 
handles inquiries from the 


service. Ms Berry is now 
calling on the Mayor to get 
this change made at a na¬ 
tional level to help these 
workers who are sorely 
needed by London’s local au¬ 
thorities and charities. 

Psychology graduate Lor¬ 
raine had to wait seven 
months last year for her DBS 
to clear before she could vol¬ 
unteer to work with vulner¬ 
able adults that suffered 
from drug and alcohol abuse. 

She said: “I waited so long 
for the police checks to clear 
that I became extremely de¬ 
motivated and thought about 
looking for another job 
countless times. 

“I wanted to volunteer my 
time to help desperately vul¬ 
nerable adults but the char¬ 
ity could not use my skills to 
help overworked and under 
resourced staff for over six 


months. During that time so 
many more people could 
have had the support that 
they needed.” 

Ebinehita, a youth worker, 
experienced similar prob¬ 
lems. She said: “Even calling 
up was a waste of time as 
they said the same thing 
over and over again. Then I 
found out the delay was 
caused by someone mis¬ 
spelling my name. This delay 
really affected me personally 
as it started to make me feel 
as if I was being held back.” 

Sian Berry said: “Govern¬ 
ment cuts have left massive 
gaps in local and voluntary 
sector services and caring 
professions are being 
stressed to their limit. 

“The Mayor needs to be 
doing all that he can to en¬ 
sure these key workers are 
not being delayed for vast 


amounts of time without 
work. This delay in police 
checks could be losing keen 
people who want to work in 
the caring profession but 
need to pay bills and eat 
rather than wait for DBS cer¬ 
tificates. Adding more staff 
to the Met’s enquiry will 
clearly not solve the problem 
without giving priority to 
London’s most needed pro¬ 
fessions. The Mayor needs to 
take action to remedy this 
situation and make sure the 
DBS starts to prioritise ap¬ 
plicants wanting to work in 
caring professions.” 

Ms Berry’s spokesman 
said the Government website 
claims checks are completed 
within 60 days but as of Feb¬ 
ruary 2016 the Metropolitan 
Police were only responding 
to 31 per cent of checks 
within this time limit. 


Flower show’s 
treat for dogs 

FOR the the first time dogs will 
have their own garden at a 
world famous flower show - 
complete with scent track and 
doggy digging area. 

Paws will be padding beside 
people at this year's Hampton 
Court Palace Flower Show after 
Dogs Trust designed a "secret" 
garden specifically with our four 
legged friends in mind. 

It has been dreamed up to 
celebrate 125-years of the 
animal charity, the UK's largest 
dog welfare charity. 

Designed by acclaimed 
designer Paul Hervey-Brooks 
and entitled A Dog's Life' the 
garden will be a space for both 
people and dogs to enjoy 
together with dog friendly 
features woven into the fabric 
of the garden without 
dominating the design. 

It is inspired by the charity's 
sensory space at its west 
London rehoming centre, which 
provides exciting areas to 
forage, exercise and explore 
and aims to enrich the lives of 
the dogs in the charity's care 
whilst they await new homes. 

Dogs Trust cares for 17,000 
dogs every year through its 
network of rehoming centres in 
the UK and Ireland.The 
Hampton Court Flower Show is 
in London and runs from July 5 
to July 10. 

Children put 
crews in a jam 

LONDON'S fire chiefs have 
urged parents to keep a closer 
eye on their kids after it was 
revealed that thousands of 
hours were wasted last year 
rescuing children from toilet 
seats, tumble dryers and cots. 

In 2015 crews were called to 
almost 1,500 bizarre incidents 
involving children becoming 
trapped in household objects 
and play park equipment. 

The London Fire Brigade 
spent a total of £488,674 on 
"avoidable"call-outs to help 
youngsters in a fix. 

Among the most unusual 
rescue missions involved 
children with their head stuck in 
toilet seats and potties, while 
firefighters were also called 
after a child jammed a toy train 
onto its finger. 

Playgrounds proved to be 
recurring danger zones for 
children, with the brigade 
summoned to help youngsters 
stuck in baby swings and 
trapped under slides. 

London's firefighters were 
sent on an average of four call¬ 
outs a day to rescue youngsters 
from everyday objects - time 
that could have been spent 
responding to major incidents.

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Councillors fight plan to move surgery

KENSINGTON Labour coun¬ 
cillors are fighting a plan 
which would mean 12,000 pa¬ 
tients having to be seen by 
GPs in what they claim will 
be a “cramped, airless and 
windowless” surgery in the 
poorest council ward in Lon¬ 
don. 

But the Conservative- 
ruled Kensington and 
Chelsea council says it is 
looking at alternative sites 
and nothing has been de¬ 
cided. 

The Labour Group on the 
council is opposing propos¬ 
als to add a third doctors’ 
practice to the Golborne 
Medical Centre and move it 
to premises at Trellick Tower 
that councillors say are not 
fit for purpose. 

In a press release, the 
councillors have spelled out 
their opposition to the plan. 

“For many months, Gol¬ 
borne Medical Centre that 
houses two doctors’ practices 
used by 7,500 local patients 
and rated ‘good’ by the Care 
Quality Commission, has 
been fighting NHS cuts that 
the councillors say would 
have a serious impact on 
their ability to deliver serv¬ 
ices, at the same time as 
moving them into cramped 
and inadequate premises be¬ 
low Trellick Tower,” say the 
councillors. 

“On top of this, the West 
London Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group and RBKC are 
pressurising them to squeeze 
in a third practice, the Mean¬ 
while Surgery in Elkstone 
Road - used by another 2,800 
patients - into the confined 
ground floor and under¬ 
ground space. 

“Despite RBKC being the 
richest council in England, 
Golborne Ward is now 
ranked as the joint most de¬ 
prived in London with a 
shocking life expectancy gap 
of 20 years less than Hans 
Town ward in Knights- 
bridge. Residents are also 50 
per cent more likely to suffer 
mental health problems than 
in the rest of Kensington and 
Chelsea. 

“The Medical Centre doc¬ 
tors have told the West Lon¬ 
don Clinical Commissioning 


Group who are acting on be¬ 
half of NHS England, that the 
present Golborne Road 
premises are too already 
small for their expanding pa¬ 
tient base and for the ex¬ 
pected population increase 
over the next ten years. 

“But it is clear that the 
down-sizing proposal is 
driven by NHS budget cuts 
and not by the significant 
health needs of local people.” 

Golborne Ward council¬ 
lors Pat Mason, Emma Dent 
Coad and Bevan Powell are 
supporting the Medical Cen¬ 
tre and their Patient Partici¬ 
pation Group, and will soon 
meet the West London CCG 
to demand better facilities 
for local people, preferring a 
medical centre on the former 
Edenham Residential Care 
Home site development. 

Councillor Mason has re¬ 
quested a meeting with Je¬ 
remy Hunt’s NHS Chief Ex¬ 
ecutive, Simon Stevens, 
because the chairman of the 
CCG, told him they are car¬ 
rying out his orders. 

“But Simon Stevens, re¬ 
cruited by the Government 
from an American health 
care company to run the 
NHS, has refused to meet lo¬ 
cal Councillors,” claims the 
Labour Group. 

Councillors met with the 
Patient Participation Group, 
whose spokesperson Robert 
Golden said: “We will not 
support this move to smaller 
premises, it is simply un¬ 
workable. We have listened 


carefully to proposals and 
are in agreement with the 
doctors that the current pro¬ 
posals are totally inade¬ 
quate.” 

Councillor Mason said: 
“It’s unacceptable that NHS 
England and RBKC are 
strong-arming three prac¬ 
tices with a combined pro¬ 
jected total of 12,000 patients 
into inadequate and dark 
ground and basement prem¬ 
ises below Trellick Tower 
when there is land available 
to build a 21st century med¬ 
ical centre on the Edenham 
site.” 

He continued: “The doc¬ 
tors have made a convincing 
case why the Trellick space 
is inadequate, and Golborne 
councillors have lobbied 
long and hard for a medical 
centre on the Edenham site. 
The council and NHS Eng¬ 
land should listen to elected 
councillors, local doctors and 
our residents who know 
what is best for the area.” 

Councillor Bevan Powell, 
who is a Medical Centre pa¬ 
tient, said: “My family have 
been patients at the centre 
for over two decades and it 
has provided excellent treat¬ 
ment and service.” 

Councillor Emma Dent 
Coad said: “The council is 
guilty of blinding hypocrisy. 
They say the North Kensing¬ 
ton library building is not ‘fit 
for purpose’ so the library is 
to be relocated to a new 
building with 21st century fa¬ 
cilities. 


“And yet they are demand¬ 
ing that three GP surgeries in 
the joint poorest ward in Lon¬ 
don, with worsening health 
outcomes, are relocated to a 
small, airless and windowless 
space below Trellick Tower. 

“They are prepared to ig¬ 
nore their own Local Plan and 
the Supplementary Planning 
Document for the Edenham 
site to force this move. The 
council is refusing to comply 
with its own regulations.” 

Senior Golborne GP Dr Nir- 
malan Ramasamy said: “The 
role of general practice is 
changing rapidly in the 21st 


century. We need suitable 
premises where we can work 
in collaboration with other 
professionals to meet the com¬ 
plex needs of our patients, es¬ 
pecially the growing elderly 
patients, our patients with 
mental health problems and 
children. 

“This cannot be met by 
moving to the suggested prem¬ 
ises in Trellick Tower.” 

However, a council 
spokesman said: “There is no 
question that in any redevel¬ 
opment of Edenham Way the 
practice would be housed in 
anything other than a mod¬ 


ern, accessible medical centre 
fully equipped to meet the 
needs of North Kensington 
residents in the 21st century. 

“We are working with the 
Clinical Commission Group to 
identify alternative sites 
which can accommodate a 
larger medical centre but this 
is still very much subject to 
further discussion with CCG 
and also NHS England, which 
will have to provide the fund¬ 
ing. 

“Before anything is fi¬ 
nalised we will be consulting 
with local residents and com¬ 
munity groups.”

Is it parking mad to pay £250,000? 



A PARKING space has been 
put up for sale for a stagger¬ 
ing £250,000 - despite being 
tricky to park in. 

The space in a private un¬ 
derground car park on Basil 
Street, Knightsbridge, is at 
an awkward angle to the 
roadway. 

Measuring 2.35 metres 
wide and 5.7 metres long, the 
person who owns the tight 
spot will need to be an expert 
at parking to fit their luxury 
motor in. A £265,000 Lam¬ 
borghini Aventador, which 
is a popular car among the 
Knightsbridge elite, is just 
over two metres wide, while 
a £300,000 Rolls-Royce Phan¬ 
tom is 6.1-metres long.

The parking space has 
been put on the market with 
a £250,000 asking price and 
is only available to residents 
who have a home within a 
400 metre radius. 

It is expected to attract a 
lot of interest from the su¬ 


per-rich because it is located 
directly opposite Harrods 
and has 24-hour security and 
24-hour access. 

The buyer will also have 
to pay a £743.32 annual serv¬ 
ice charge - with the lease 
on the space expiring in 87 
years. If the service charge 
doesn’t change, the space - 
over the whole of the lease - 
will cost a total of £314,000. 

This works out at £10 per 
day - considerably cheaper 
than the £40 per day some 
public car parks in the area 
charge. 

The space, which costs 
£60,000 more than the aver¬ 
age UK home, is being mar¬ 
keted by Harrods Estates.

Court fines Very drunk’ customer 
who insulted restaurant manager

A DINER locked himself in 
a toilet, racially abused a 
restaurant manager and as¬ 
saulted a waiter after his 
date walked out on him. 

Ibrail Khan, 32, admitted 
calling restaurant manager 
Laura Sanz “fat” and a 
“f****** Spanish b****” after 
being asked to foot the bill 
for drinks and tapas. 

New Zealander Khan ar¬ 
rived at the restaurant in 
central London at 9pm with 
a woman who left 45 minutes 
later. Khan, himself a restau¬ 
rant manager, then locked 
himself in the eaterie’s bath¬ 
room for 30 minutes before 
resuming his meal and then 
abusing staff when he was 
asked to pay. 

He initially denied racially 


aggravated assault and as¬ 
saulting waiter Steven Gos- 
nall, but changed his plea to 
guilty at his trial at City of 
London Magistrates’ Court 
when CCTV footage of the in¬ 
cident emerged. 

The court heard Khan be¬ 
came abusive when asked to 
pay the bill at Port House 
tapas restaurant on The 
Strand on April 20 this year. 

He then refused to pay the 
bill, racially insulted Miss 
Sanz and pushed a waiter in 
the chest when confronted. 

Simone Brown, prosecut¬ 
ing, told the court: “At 
around 9pm the defendant 
and a woman came into or¬ 
der drinks and food. 

“The waiter and assistant 
manager went to check on 
the defendant and he told 
them to go away. Then he 
came back 10 minutes later 


and finished the food. There 
was an exchange when Miss 
Sanz asked him to pay. He 
made reference to her ori¬ 
gins, saying T’m not paying 
for the food or drinks, f****** 
Spanish girl’. 

“He then said look how fat 
you are, you must be preg¬ 
nant, how many babies do 
you have in there? At least 
three.’ He touched her arm 
and called her a Spanish 

|-j**** 

“In the melee Steven Gos- 
nall, a waiter, went over to 
help Miss Sanz and tried to 
block the defendant from go¬ 
ing any further and was 
pushed in the chest. Miss 
Sanz says she was shocked 
and stunned by what hap¬ 
pened.” 

Khan admitted racially ag¬ 
gravated assault and assault¬ 
ing the male waiter, but de¬ 


nied assaulting Miss Sanz 
and not paying his bill. 

Ms Bowman said: “In the 
interest of justice we are not 
going forward with the other 
two charges. We are offering 
no evidence.” 

Caroline McAdam, defend¬ 
ing Khan, said: “Mr Khan 
was with a female friend who 
left soon after they arrived. 

“He is a man of good char¬ 
acter and has never been in 
the criminal justice system 
before. He is in the restau¬ 
rant business himself and is 
appalled that he would use 
such language. He has found 
it difficult to accept what he 
has done. 

“He is not xenophobic and 
shares a flat with two Span¬ 
ish people so is appalled at 
what he has said. He was 
very drunk and it was ap¬ 
proaching the first anniver¬ 


sary of his father’s death. He 
was preparing to go back to 
Fiji, where his family are 
from, to say prayers. 

“He was not eating as well 
so this, coupled with the 
drinking, had an even bigger 
effect on him. He is very 
sorry for what he has done.” 

Khan, of Twickenham, 
was fined £340 for racially ag¬ 
gravated assault as well as 
being ordered to pay com¬ 
pensation to his victim of 
£ 200 . 

For the assault on Steven 
Gosnall he was fined £100 
and ordered to pay £50 com¬ 
pensation along with court 
costs of £400 plus a victim 
surcharge of £34. 

Chair of the bench Sonia 
Henley told him: “This is a 
very unpleasant incident - 
to insult a woman like that 
is quite disgraceful.” 


Exercise key 
to mobility 

EXERCISE can help elderly 
people with breathing 
problems improve their 
mobility, according to new 
research carried out in the 
capital. 

The new study led by King's 
College London and Royal 
Brompton & Harefield NHS 
Foundation Trust found the 
health of older patients can be 
improved with rehabilitation. 

One in four patients with 
chronic obstructive pulmonary 
disease referred to hospital for 
exercise rehabilitation are frail, 
but can respond well to rehab 
and their frailty can be reversed. 

The findings have wider 
implications for treating frailty, 
which affects one in ten over- 
655, where adapting other 
rehabilitation programmes 
could potentially benefit more 
patients. 

The study, funded by the 
National Institute for Health 
Research and Medical Research 
Council and published in the 
journal Thorax, measured the 
prevalence of frailty using a 
range of tests in 816 patients at 
an average age 70 years. 

It looked at stable chronic 
obstructive pulmonary disease 
and at whether frailty affected 
the completion and outcome of 
rehabilitation for their 
condition.

Mayor’s bright idea will provide 
light entertainment for London

AFTER the Garden Bridge 
now London is to get its own 
Golden Glow Bridge - or in 
fact 17 of them, bright, white 
and dazzling bridges to light 
up the city skyline and the 
crossings over the Thames. 

London Mayor Sadiq Khan 
has decreed let there be light 
over the water and is calling 
on the world’s brightest 
minds to come up with ideas 
to create a permanent light 
art installation, extending 
across 17 bridges that span 
the Thames between Albert 
Bridge in Chelsea and Tower 
Bridge in the City. 

The Mayor has launched a 
global search for a team to 
come together and create The 
Illuminated River, described 
as “an elegant and charis¬ 
matic light installation for 
London’s celebrated bridges, 
harnessing the most innova¬ 
tive, green and sustainable 
technologies”. 

The Mayor’s spokesman 
says: “Breathing new life 
into the river each evening, 
the project will be the world’s 
longest free, permanent out¬

door river gallery, creating a 
ribbon of light through the 
city at night and revitalising 
public spaces along the 
river’s banks.” 

He added: “The Mayor has 
made protecting and promot¬ 
ing London’s position as a 
capital of culture one of his 
priorities. The Illuminated 
River will encourage new in¬ 
vestment, increase use of the 
river, bridges and riverbanks 
at night and strengthen part¬ 
nerships across the public 
realm between the public 
and private sector landlords. 

“It will encourage the ex¬ 
pansion of a vibrant night¬ 
time economy, something the 
Mayor is keen to support 
through plans to appoint a 
Night Czar, to help protect 
London’s live music venues, 
clubs and pubs, and the in¬ 


troduction of a 24-hour week¬ 
end Tube service on key lines 
from August. 

“This is a really exciting 
opportunity to breathe new 
life through the heart of Lon¬ 
don each night in a new, per¬ 
manent, fluid light art instal¬ 
lation across the capital’s 
historic bridges. It will throw 
a spotlight on the river and 
its banks, and extend their 
daytime bustle and buzz into 
the darker hours, supporting 
London’s burgeoning night¬ 
time economy. A dazzling, 
free outdoor art gallery, for 
Londoners and all of our vis¬ 
itors to enjoy would encour¬ 
age new investment and pro¬ 
mote our great city to the 
rest of the world. With the 
right design, we can remind 
the world that London con¬ 
tinues to be the global leader 
in innovation, sustainability 
and artistic creativity.” 

Shortlisted competitors 
will be asked to create the 
most forward-thinking and 
environmentally friendly de¬ 
signs, enhancing London’s 
status as a low-carbon bea¬ 
con and a world leader in cut¬ 
ting edge technology and en¬ 
gineering. 


Building on London’s 
Olympic and Paralympic 
Legacy, the Illuminated 
River will complete the tech¬ 
nical infrastructure upgrade, 
which began with Tower 
Bridge in 2012, when a new 
world-class, energy-efficient 
lighting scheme lit up the at¬ 
traction to celebrate the 
Games. 

The Illuminated River In¬ 
ternational Design Competi¬ 
tion is commissioned by a 
new charity, The Illuminated 
River Foundation, supported 
by The Rothschild Founda¬ 
tion. The project has been de¬ 
veloped by organisations 
with responsibility for the 
bridges and the river, includ¬ 
ing The City of London; the 
Royal Borough of Kensington 
and Chelsea; Network Rail; 
the Port of London Author¬ 
ity; Transport for London 
and Westminster Council. 

Mark Boleat, Policy Chair¬ 
man at the City of London 
Corporation, said: “This proj¬ 
ect will transform London’s 
historic river and the City of 
London Corporation is very 
proud to play a part in mak¬ 
ing it happen. We want the 
City of London to be at the 


heart of what looks likely to 
be the largest art project of 
its kind in the world.” 

Hannah Rothschild, chair 
of the Illuminated River 
Foundation, said: “Even by 
London’s standards, this 
project is unprecedented in 
boldness and imagination: 
the opportunity to influence 
and transform the look, iden¬ 
tity and experience of the 
world’s greatest city. We’re 
looking for the finest artists, 
architects, designers, engi¬ 
neers, technologists and spe¬ 
cialists to work together to 
help realise this exciting am¬ 
bition. What matters is bold 
and innovative thinking to 
put the art back into Lon¬ 
don’s greatest artery.”

Bags of ideas 
for campaign 

MORE than 120 nominations 
have been received for 
environmentally friendly 
community groups to win a 
share of the £90,000 on offer in 
our Bags of Help campaign. 

London Weekly News has 
teamed up with Tesco to pump 
money raised from the 
supermarket's 5p plastic bag 
charges back into the 
community. 

Local charities, schools and 
environmental organisations 
were invited to bid for a share of 
the prize fund, with £30,000 up 
for grabs in each of our three 
boroughs - Hammersmith and 
Fulham, Kensington and 
Chelsea and the City of 
Westminster.

Life’s hard for 
London’s birds 

LONDON'S birds are likely to die 
sooner than their country 
cousins, according to new 
research. 

A study of blue tits found 
those raised in urban 
environments had shorter 
telomeres - tiny pieces of DNA 
that predict whether a young 
creature will make it into old 
age. 

They have been likened to 
the caps on the ends of 
shoelaces and protect DNA. 
They shorten with each cell 
division and as a result of stress. 

Previous research has found 
telomere length can accurately 
forecast life expectancy in 
humans. 

In the study tiny blood 
samples were taken from a 
group of 156 chicks and the 
length of their telomeres 
measured. They had spent two 
weeks either in an urban or 
rural environment in southern 
Sweden. The former group had 
shorter telomeres. 

Friend accused 

A WOMAN allegedly stole 
£3,000 from a friend to pay her 
rent in an exclusive London 
square which is home to the 
super-rich. 

Nabila Habiby, 29, is accused 
of using her friend's credit card 
to pay one month's rent on her 
flat in Cadogan Square, 
Knightsbridge, west London. 

Her friend, a Miss Zawawi, 
also accused her of stealing a 
£15,000 handbag and a £7,000 
watch. 

Habiby, a Belgian national, 
denies the offences, which are 
said to have taken place 
between May 2015 and May 
2016. She was bailed to be tried 
at Isleworth Crown Court on 
July 11. 
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Rainbow ‘warriors’ are loud and proud

LONDON is set to see the 
greatest show of LGBT+ sup¬ 
port in British history this 
Saturday when more than 
one million people are ex¬ 
pected to crowd the streets 
of Westminster for the Pride 
parade and festival. 

Organisers are anticipat¬ 
ing the biggest backing for 
the rainbow event ever seen 
in the capital as hundreds of 
thousands of extra people 
turn out to make a stand of 
solidarity against hate in the 
wake of the Orlando mas¬ 
sacre. 

The huge crowd is ex¬ 
pected to be even bigger than 
the one million who were re¬ 
ported to have attended last 
year’s Pride In London, as 
families and LGBT+ support¬ 
ers from all over Britain and 
Europe converge on West¬ 
minster to celebrate the 
cause and to defy homopho¬ 
bia and the bigotry of reli¬ 
gious extremists. 

Following the atrocity in 
Orlando where 49 people 
were murdered at a gay 
night club by an Islamist mil¬ 
itant, the Met has pledged 
that it “will be out in robust 
force” to ensure public safety 
at the event and specialist 
firearms response units are 
expected to be on standby 
along the route of the march. 

The festivities will come 
to a complete standstill in 
Trafalgar Square when a 
one-minute silence will be 
held as a mark of respect for 
the victims of the Orlando 
tragedy and to make a stand 
against all those prejudiced 
against the LGBT+ commu¬ 
nity. 

The Chair of Pride in Lon¬ 
don, Michael Salter-Church, 
said: “Our hearts go out to 
all the families and friends 
of those who lost their lives 
in Orlando. It was a sense¬ 
less attack, where it appears 
people were targeted for 
their sexuality. 

“On June 25th, together 
we will honour the people 
who lost their lives, and 
stand united in a moment of 
solidarity, peace and remem¬ 
brance. 

“This has happened before 
in our own city. It was only 
in 1999 that communities in 
Brixton, the East End and in 
Soho, at the Admiral Dun¬ 
can, were targeted with lives 
lost and changed forever. 

“It’s vital this horrific at¬ 
tack is not used to drive a 
wedge between communities 
here in the UK. We must all 
focus on what binds us 
rather than what separates 
us and stand in unity.” 

London Mayor Sadiq 
Khan, who will be joining 
the march and speaking at 
Trafalgar Square, has made 
a passionate call for all Lon¬ 
doners to join him and unite 
against hate. 

Mayor Khan, who joined 
an estimated 20,000 at a vigil 
in Soho following the atroc¬ 
ity in Orlando, said: “The 
hideous and cowardly act of 
terror we saw in Orlando 
was a brutal attack on

Following talks with Pride 
organisers in the aftermath of 
the Orlando tragedy, the Met 
has warned those taking part 
in the parade and those watch¬ 
ing it to be vigilant for any sus¬ 
picious activity and to report 
any fears immediately. 

A Met spokesman said: “We 
have a robust and visible 
policing plan in place and are 
working closely with event or¬ 
ganisers to reassure those 
planning to attend. There are 
a number of contingencies in 
place and an appropriate num¬ 
ber of officers will be deployed 
to and this will remain under 
review as the event ap¬ 
proaches.” 

The parade, which will fea¬ 
ture 40,000 walkers, dancers 
and floats, will start at 10 pm 
at Portland Place and make its 
way to Whitehall via Oxford 
Street, Regent Street, Pic¬ 
cadilly Circus, Lower Regent 
Street, Pall Mall and Trafalgar 
Square, ending around 4.30 
pm. 

Numerous celebrity artists 
and bands will perform on the 
main stage in Trafalgar 
Square from 12 Noon until 8.0 
pm. 

As usual, Soho will be a cen¬ 
tre of Pride in London with 
stalls and street performers all 
over the area and musicians 
performing on stages in Dean 
Street and Wardour Street 
from LOpm to 7.30pm.

The Prime Minister has 
praised participants and sup¬ 
porters of Saturday’s parade 
and festival, saying “you are 
helping to change minds, 
win hearts, support other 
people and spread the mes¬ 
sage of why equality is im¬ 
portant across the globe - 
and for that you should be 
proud.” 

Pride also has the backing 
of Prince William, who this 
week makes history by be¬ 
coming the first royal to ap¬ 
pear on the cover of a gay 
magazine, the new edition of 
Attitude, in which he makes 
a stand against bullying of 
the LGBT+ community. 

Prince William said: “No 
one should be bullied for 
their sexuality or any other 
reason and no one should 
have to put up with the kind 
of hate that these young peo¬ 
ple have endured in their 
lives.

A matching coat and skirt 
plus a long sequinned dress 
were part of the Passion for 
Fashion auction at Kerry 
Taylor auctioneers in 
Bermondsey. 

The sea-green sequinned 
dress was worn by Diana on 
her 1986 state visit to Vienna 
in Austria. 

It was described as being 
“of Jacob Schlaeper sequined 
satin”, “figure-hugging” and 
with “ruching down the cen¬ 
tre-front seam”. 

The dress originally 
formed part of a large col¬ 
lection of garments from 
Catherine Walker, produced 
a month or so before the 
princess’s visit. 

Diana was said to have 
such “enormous faith” in 
Walker’s taste that she did 
not ask to see preliminary 
sketches - instead asking 
her to select and make the 
dresses on her behalf. 

The listing said: “This ex¬ 
tremely glamorous, 

sparkling gown was the only 
totally sequined example to 
form part of the Princess’s 
1980s wardrobe. Diana wore 
it with a diamond and emer¬ 
ald choker necklace, which 
she had been given as a wed¬ 
ding present by The Queen 
Mother.” 

It failed to meet its esti¬ 
mate of £100,000, coming just 
short at £96,000. 

An Emmanuel couture 
teal tartan wool coat and 
matching skirt, selected for 
the princess for her 1985 visit 
to Italy with Prince Charles, 
was also included in he auc¬ 
tion. Valued at between 
£10,000 and £15,000, the en¬ 
semble fetched £11,250. I 

The coat was described 
as having a “wide sailor 
collar, wide padded shoul¬ 
ders, the back with blou- 
son-style box pleats held 
in place by a dropped 
waistband over tapering 
plain skirt”. 

Diana was photographed 
in the dress on a gondola 
ride in Venice, before being 
seen wearing it on a trip to 
the airport to pick up the two 
young princes. 

The listing said: “Eliza¬ 
beth Emanuel has confirmed 
that only one outfit like this 
was ever made - for Diana, 
Princess of Wales. 

“The press at the time un¬ 
kindly likened the ensemble 
to a ‘horse-blanket’, which is 
possibly why it ended up in 
a high-end clothes resale 
shop in Hampshire. 

“The vendor purchased it 
from there in 1990 and was 
told by the shop keeper that 
the clothes had come to her 
via Susan Barrantes, mother 
of Sarah Ferguson, Duchess 
of York.” 

A limited-edition Dobie 
fan, made to commemorate 
the wedding of Princess Di¬ 
ana and Prince Charles in 
1981, also fetched £1,250.

Is she in or is she out? You decide

READ all abaht it, world ex¬ 
clusive, shock scoop. Maybe. 
Or maybe not. 

Whilst we at the London 
Weekly News have no wish to 
antagonise fellow members of 
Her Majesty’s Press, it looks 
as though The Queen may not 
favour a Brexit, actually. 

Or maybe she does? 

Whilst acknowledging and 
of course accepting that Her 
Majesty is 100 per cent impar¬ 
tial in these matters and 
hereby declaring that we 
would prefer not to be sent to 
The Tower for unearthing 
this, but unless in recent years 
The Queen has dramatically 
changed what appeared at the 
time to have been her mind, 
the text of a long-forgotten 
speech may indicate to some 
that she may not be round 
Michael Gove’s house for fish 
and chips and a couple of cans 
of Carling when the referen¬ 
dum votes come in on Thurs¬ 
day night. 

Much has been speculated 
in recent months over 
whether Her Majesty is for 
In or for Out and with good 
reason; for although The 
Queen is more neutral than 
a can of grey paint, hers is 
a great influence and ei¬ 
ther side in this week’s ref¬ 
erendum would love to 
have her on their band¬ 
wagon, swinging the vote. 

Much has been made too of 
the perceived insinuation of 
a speech that Her Majesty 
gave in Berlin last year, when 
she warned: “In our lives we 
have seen the worst but also 
the best of our continent. We 
have witnessed how quickly 
things can change for the bet¬ 
ter. But we know that we 
must work hard to maintain 


the benefits of the post-war 
world. We know that division 
in Europe is dangerous and 
that we must guard against it 
in the West as well as in the 
East of our continent. That re¬ 
mains a common endeavour.” 

But perhaps a better repre¬ 
sentation of The Queen’s Euro 
view can be found in a speech 
which she also gave in Berlin 
much earlier than that, at the 
opening of the new British 
Embassy there in July 2000. 

Or is such nit-picking spec¬ 
ulation just ludicrous? 

The speech centred on cele¬ 
brating the collaboration of 
the two greatest powers in Eu¬ 
rope, Germany and the UK, 
and Her Majesty said: “As I 
look back at my previous four 



visits to Germany since 1965, 
it is gratifying to see how 
much has been achieved. 
Berlin and Germany are now 
one. 

“But history has not, of 
course, come to an end. We 
have before us a further Eu¬ 
ropean task. That is to expand 
the European Union so that 
those countries who for over 
50 years were artificially ex¬ 
cluded from the mainstream 
of European life can soon re¬ 
join it, so that Europe as a 
whole, like Germany, can be 
without division. 

“Berlin will no longer be an 
outpost but a geographic cen¬ 
tre of the continent. Where for¬ 
merly West and East con¬ 
fronted each other, now they 
can come together here.” 

Her Majesty added: “But re¬ 
lations between countries to¬ 
day, and certainly relations be¬ 
tween member states of the 
European Union, are no 
longer the preserve of govern¬ 
ments. It is contacts between 
people which matter; and con¬ 
tacts with all the various or¬ 
ganisations, public and pri¬ 
vate, which represent people. 

“This embassy building is 
designed to reflect the chal¬ 
lenges of this new diplomacy. 
It is of course the place where 
Embassy staff go about their 
business. But it is more than 
that: it is conceived as a show¬ 
case for Britain, and a meeting 
place with Germany; an in¬ 
strument to reach a wider Ger¬ 
man public; a place where, we 
hope, many Berliners, and 
many from outside Berlin, will 
have occasion to visit. The de¬ 
sign of the building is itself a 
statement of this intention: 
open, transparent, innova¬ 
tive.” 

She also said this: “Knowl¬ 
edge of other countries and of 
other languages will be of in¬ 


creasing value as the world be¬ 
comes more interdependent 
and as communication be¬ 
comes a more important fea¬ 
ture of the global economy.” 

But although the speech on 
the face of it may appear to be 
extolling unity in Europe, it 
could equally be argued: hang 
about, this was The Queen 
talking shortly after the reuni¬ 
fication of Germany and Her 
Majesty could not possibly 
have imagined at the time 
that, 16 years later, her king¬ 
dom would be split asunder 
into almost civil-warring fac¬ 
tions as finickity journalists 
forensically analysed her 
every dot and comma in a de¬ 
bate which at the time she had 
no idea that she was entering. 

In which case we are back 
where we started, with the 
question “Would The Queen 
favour a Brexit?” answered 
only by a resounding “who 
knows?” 

And what of the rest of her 
family? Certainly the Duke of 
Cambridge excited specula¬ 
tion in February that he may 
have been endorsing the UK’s 
continued membership of the 
European Union when, in a 
speech to British diplomats at 
the Foreign Office, the second 
in line to the throne said com¬ 
mon action was essential in a 
troubled world. 

Prince William told recipi¬ 
ents of the inaugural Diplo¬ 
matic Academy awards: “In an 
increasingly turbulent world, 
our ability to unite in common 
action with other nations is es¬ 
sential. It is the bedrock of our 
security and prosperity and is 
central to your work. Right 
now, the big questions with 
which you wrestle - in the UN, 
Nato, the Middle East and else¬ 
where - are predicated on 
your commitment to working 
in partnership with others.” 


Oo-er, William and Priti Pa¬ 
tel sitting in a tree shock? Well 
not exactly; as Kensington 
Palace said, “This speech was 
not about Europe. He did not 
mention the word Europe 
once.” 

OK then, well what about 
his father? With his homes in 
Romania and all those Euro 
farming subsidies he could 
stand to lose for his spread in 
the Duchy of Cornwall, surely 
Prince Charles is all for stay¬ 
ing In? But again, and as with 
all of the royals, no such proof 
of Charles indicating anything 
of the sort or of the counter 
sort can be found. Although 
he was once photographed 
drinking coffee, the national 
drink of France and Italy. 

Well then what about the 
Duke of Edinburgh, he’s of 
Greek blood? 

Err, so what? Like his son, 
the Duke has uttered not a 
public syllable in favour of ei¬ 
ther side -unless it could be ar¬ 
gued that his “just get me a 
beer!” retort to being offered 
fine Italian wine in Rome in 
2000 was a veiled preference 
for an independence to Eu¬ 
rope, but surely that would be 
as tenuous as claiming that 
his “the French don’t know 
how to cook breakfast” re¬ 
mark in Paris in 2002 was a 
call for barricades at Dover. 

One may as well argue that 
Her Majesty is all for getting 
Out on account of all the 
money she could save on 
Christmas cards to cousins. 

As the great-great-grand- 
daughter of Prince Albert of 
Saxe-Coburg and Gotha, Her 
Majesty is related to King 
Phillippe of Belgium, the for¬ 
mer King Simeon II of Bul¬ 
garia, Queen Margrethe II of 
Denmark, King Harald V of 
Norway, Queen Sofia of Spain 
and former King Constantine 


II of Greece—each of whom is 
also descended from Queen 
Victoria. But on the other 
hand, having such an ex¬ 
tended European family may 
be grounds for wanting to stay 
In with the clan. 

Perhaps Her Majesty’s best 
argument [if she had one] for 
the UK staying In Europe 
would be to avoid the cats’ cra¬ 
dle of a constitutional mess 
that could result if we left, and 
which could mean that The 
Queen had to ask permission 
to go to her beloved Balmoral 
for her holidays. 

According to the analysts, 
if the UK votes Out of the EU 
then Scotland will demand an¬ 
other referendum of getting 
Out of the UK as it wants to 
stay In Europe. If the Scots ref¬ 
erendum resulted in Scotland 
getting Out of the UK in order 
to stay In Europe, the Scots 
would also stick with their 
wish that Her Majesty re¬ 
mains Queen of Scotland. 

Confused? You’ve heard 
nothing yet - as Queen of Eng¬ 
land, Wales and Northern Ire¬ 
land, Her Majesty would also 
be Queen of Scotland, but Scot¬ 
land would now be constitu¬ 
tionally a separate nation. So 
she would be queen of two 
states that would be having 
nothing to do with each other. 

Furthermore, as Balmoral 
is in Scotland, every time that 
Her Majesty wished to visit 
her Scottish home for her 
summer break, that would 
technically represent a State 
visit, as Scotland would now 
be an entirely separate nation. 

So official permission from 
the England, Wales and North¬ 
ern Ireland Government and 
the Scottish Government 
would have to be granted for 
The Queen of both states to go 
to the glen for a picnic. 

Daft, or what? 
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I T’S a tough gig, stand-up 

comedy. The lights go down, the 
room falls silent, the stage is set. 
And the only tools in your 
armoury are a microphone and a 
firm grasp of the English language. 

Except for Louise Reay, who 
chooses to face this nightmare 
scenario without even those basic 
elements, writes Jack Dixon. 

Her one-woman clown show, It’s 
Only Words, is performed entirely 
in Chinese to an, at first, 
dumbfounded audience. It’s an 
experiment in the art of 
communication, says the 29-year- 
old from Shepherd’s Bush, whose 
unique concept has won her a 
nomination for the Comedy 
Knights Fresh Comedian of 2016 
award. 

“I tried stand-up for the first 
time when I was 16,” she says. 
“Then I started to dabble again 
when I was 25. But about two years 
ago I tried clowning and totally 
changed my act.” 

The hour-long set is a 
masterclass in clever comedy - 
serving up huge laughs without a 
single conventional joke. 

A graduate in Modern and 
Classic Chinese, Reay developed 
the show after working as a 
television producer on a 
project in Beijing. 

Now a fluent speaker, she 
travelled to the Chinese 
capital to source teachers 
for the BBC2 series Are 
Our Kids Tough Enough? 

Chinese School. 

She has also worked on a 
series of hard-hitting 
documentaries, including 
BBC Panorama’s Disabled & 
Disowned and Channel 4’s Why 
Don’t You Speak English? 

While she may be behind the 
camera by day, Reay is firmly in 
the spotlight after dark and dreams 
of reaching the stars. Literally. She 
says she wants to perform on the 
moon. 

“I think I was one of those weird 
kids from a big family that either 
got too much or not enough 
attention. I’ve wanted to do 
[comedy] from a really young age. 

“I’m a really short woman, 
which means I’m generally 
elbowed out of the way by taller 
people or squashed against train 
walls by manspread. 

“But when I do comedy I have a 
status and a voice normally only

given to white men in their 50s - 
it’s great!” 

Growing up, Reay was inspired 
by comedy actress and 
ventriloquist Nina Conti and the 
critically-adored stand-up Paul 
Foot. She juggled depressing 
summer jobs while honing her 
stage skills before performing her 
first show to college friends as a 
teenager. 

“I worked in the lingerie 
department of Primark when I was 


16, Superdrug when I was 17 and 
served pints of Tenents to rugby 
fans at Twickenham when I was 18. 
All equally awful in their own way. 

“[My first gig] was in my sixth 
form college at the annual 
Christmas event. It was awesome 
but my whole set was based around 
taking the mick out of my family. 
They found out and got really 
annoyed, so that put an end to that 
material quite quickly.” 

Reay has picked up rave reviews 


for It’s Only Words - her debut 
show - which was described as 
“perfect buffoonery” by critics who 
delivered a string of five-star 
ratings. 

She is now hard at work touring 
its follow up, Que Sera, again, 
performed entirely in Chinese. 

“It’s a true story featuring video 
footage filmed over the past four 
years, which asks if we can control 
our destiny. You’ll understand it 
but you won’t know why.”

“Isn’t it odd, we feel we are so 
familiar with Japan, with sushi 
and Toshiba, kimonos and Hello 
Kitty, tsunamis and sake... and yet 
when we travelled around that 
spectacular country I couldn’t even 
guess at the unknown wonders that 
were in store for us,” said Joanna.

D OZENS of Syrian 
musicians who have 
been forced to leave 
their home country due to 
the ongoing civil war will 
reunite in London this 
weekend to share the stage 
with one of the UK’s most 
innovative artists, writes 
Jack Dixon. 

Former Blur frontman 
Damon Albarn will team up 
with the Syrian National 
Orchestra for Arabic Music 
for the ground-breaking 
concert at the Southbank 
centre on Saturday, eight 
years after they first 
worked together. 

The orchestra, led by 
principal conductor Issam 
Rafea, performed alongside 
the adventurous Albarn at 
the Damascus Opera House 
back in 2008. 

And two years later it 
featured on the track White 
Flag from the critically- 
acclaimed Plastic Beach 
album released by 
Albarn’s side project 
Gorillaz. 

Several members of 
the orchestra have 
left Syria in the wake 
of the conflict that 
has driven thousands 
of refugees towards 
Europe in search of 
sanctuary. But they 
have been reassembled 
for this unique 
performance at London’s 
Royal Festival Hall on 
Saturday, June 25, 
celebrating the country’s 
remarkable music and 
culture. 

Albarn, who fronted Blur 
as they landed a string of 
hits in the late 90s inspired 
by life in the capital, has 
grown ever more ambitious 
since the band’s initial 
split. Gorillaz was the first 
in a series of successful side 
projects during the 2000s, 
before he wrote and 
performed his own opera, 
Dr Dee, inspired by the 19th 
century royal medical 
adviser John Dee. 

Albarn also worked with 
Malian artists on the 2002 


album Mali Music and 
joined the UK Chinese 
Ensemble to compose the 
soundtrack to the 2008 stage 
musical Monkey: Journey to 
the West. 

The singer said he was 
enraptured by the 
“extraordinary and 
beautiful” country he found 
when he first visited Syria 
but that it had been 
changed almost overnight 
by war. 

“I’ve watched from a 
distance and felt utterly 
helpless, wondering about 
all the lovely people I 
know,” he told BBC Radio 
4’s Today when the concert

Titanic 

Charing Cross Theatre ***** 


Theatre with the epic disaster 
musical Titanic, which I’m sure he 
hopes won’t sink into oblivion, 
writes Nicky Sweetland. 

Having enjoyed a brief but 
acclaimed run on Broadway and 
then a popular residency at 
Southwark Playhouse in 2013, the 
musical, based on the most famous 
maritime disaster in history, has 
all of the elements of a modern 
classic. 

Yeston and Stone’s moving score 
and the series of love stories are 
perfectly interwoven, with the 20- 
strong cast expertly switching 
between roles and the class divide 
illustrated without obvious bias. 

The immersive nature of the 
opening sequence draws you into 
the lives of the passengers and 
crew, who begin their journey with 
hope and excitement, only for the 
unthinkable to happen. A clever 
and yet simple set allows the cast 
a fluidity and freedom to their 
movement, with the multiple 
levels and entrance points giving a 
sense of scale to the gargantuan 
vessel. 

Niall Sheehy shines as the ship’s 
stoker, Claire Machin gives a 
strong performance as Alice Beane 
and Rob Houchen showcases his 
glorious voice as Fleet, the lookout 
who is first to spot the dangerous 
frozen foe on the horizon. I’m sure 
they turn down the temperature in 
the auditorium for act two, as a 
collective chill takes hold, 
particularly when the register of 
victims is displayed and we are 
reminded that 1,500 passengers 
drowned, even though there were 
450 empty seats in the lifeboats. 

A classic story, exquisitely 
staged, makes this a beautiful 
piece of theatre which I would 
highly recommend.

Bad news, it seems, for the captain of the Titanic 


Fun, frivolous 
and frantic 
tribute to Bard 

W ITH the commemoration this 
year of 400 years since 
William Shakespeare's death, 
the Bard's work is very much on trend, 
writes Nicky Sweetland. 

An altogether more ingenious way 
of bringing Shakespeare to a younger 
generation is being staged at Proud, 
Camden this month however, with The 
Donkey Show, an interactive and 
riotous take on A Midsummer Night's 
Dream, promising to bring together 
elements of the classic story with 
some high tempo disco diva dancing. 

Leading the predominantly female 
cast is comedian Vikki Stone, who 
plays Oberon, the king of the fairies, or 
in this case a lothario and lord of the 
nightclub. I chatted to Vikki during 
rehearsals about what people can 
expect from the immersive experience 
and about her inspiration for the 
lecherous leading man. 

"It's kind of A Midsummer Night's 
Dream, but with disco songs and a 
cross dressing, gender bending cast 
and I'm having such fun playing 
Oberon, who is obviously a bloke." 
Vikki added: "It's so freeing just to be 
able to play and mess around with the 
gender of these characters and there 
have been some hilarious moments in 
rehearsals." 

Although originally trained in 
musical theatre, Vikki went on to enjoy 
a hugely successful career within the 
world of comedy. With sell-out runs 
on the Edinburgh Fringe and at the 
Soho theatre, the popular performer 
has found herself in great demand. 
She's also been a guest on BBC Radio 
4, Channel 5 News and ITV's This 
Morning and often performs her quick 
witted routines beside a white grand 
piano. 

The actress revealed that during the 
rehearsal process the director has 
allowed the group freedom to 
improvise with a very special set of 
costume attachments in order to help 
the girls move and feel more like men. 

I asked if there was anyone in 
particular whom she was basing her 
blokey transformation on. 

Vikki laughed."Well, I was 
rehearsing a song yesterday and 
unfortunately managed to slip into a 
bit of David Brent which is not 
something I was planning to do. 
Things could change but at the 
moment I'm kind of halfway between 
David Brent and the Sopranos. It's a 
good job it's a comedy!" 

As well as being an hilarious 
theatrical experience, The Donkey 
Show is also pitched as being a party, 
where club goers can expect to be 
fully involved in the action. It offers 
elements of contemporary language 
but with samples of Shakespeare's 
original text mixed in for good 
measure, with the classic verse 
performed mostly by the poetic 
fairies, all played by boys. 

Vikki explained:"It is mostly in 
modern language. You can't really go 
from lambic pentameter to Boogie 
Wonderland seamlessly." 

Fun, frivolous and frantic, The 
Donkey Show promises to be an 
extremely unique evening out, with 
loud music, lights and spectacular 
circus skills.The show runs at Proud, 
Camden until June 29.

F ULHAM have lost one of their most 
promising young talents following the 
news that Emerson Hyndman has left 
Craven Cottage to join Premier League AFC 
Bournemouth on a free transfer. 

An undisclosed compensation fee has been 
agreed between the two clubs due to the USA 
international's age. 

The 20-year-old, who was out of contract, has 
signed a four-year deal at the Vitality Stadium. 

Midfielder Hyndman left FC Dallas and his 
Texas home in 2011 to join the Fulham 
Academy at the age of 15 and was an ever¬ 
present in Whites'run to the FA Youth Cup Final 
in 2013-14, scoring three times. 

He made his senior Fulham debut at Ipswich 
Town in August 2014 but has made only 20 
senior appearances in the past two seasons - 16 
of them coming last season. 

His only goal in a white shirt was the last- 
minute winner in the 2-1 victory against Cardiff 
City at The Cottage on April 9 - his 20th 
birthday. 

AFC Bournemouth chief executive Neill Blake 
said: "We've moved swiftly in the window to 
secure Emerson's signature and we are 


delighted to have finalised the deal to bring 
such a promising young talent to AFC 
Bournemouth. 

"Emerson is a highly rated young player and 
already boasts international experience, so will 
be a welcome addition to Eddie and Jason's 
squad. 

"We now look forward to seeing him in action 
at Vitality Stadium in our second season in the 
topflight."

The grandson of former FC Dallas coach 
Schellas Hyndman, Emerson captained the US 
U20 national team at their World Cup in New 
Zealand last year and was a key member of the 
U23 squad that fell just short of Olympic 
qualification this spring. 

Jurgen Klinsmann awarded him his senior 
international debut as a 67th minute substitute 
in a friendly against the Czech Republic in 
September 2014. 

Hyndman's departure from SW6 is hardly a 
shock, although the general reaction from fans 
who appreciate his obvious ability is one of 


disappointment. 

Perhaps Whites boss Slavisa Jokanovic is 
unconvinced that the lean and slender 
American has the necessary physical attributes 
to make a significant difference in the hurly- 
burly, frenetic pace of the Championship. 

As a deep-lying playmaker with vision, he has 
a cultured first touch, a good range of passing 
and looks elegant on the ball. 

But those qualities may well flourish more 
freely in the top flight, where players tend to be 
given more time in possession.
